It was the duty of that 
Legislature to elect a United States 
Senator. Dr. Hunter was given the 
caucus nomination of the Republican 
party in the Legislature for this high 
office. 

Mr. Linney was then a member nf 
the State Senate and had a vote for 
F. & Senator, but with four others 
who were sent to the General Assem- 
bly as Republicans by their constitu- 
ents, bolted the nominee and refused 
to support Dr. Hunter, causing a 
lor.g dead-lock, which finally result- 
ed in the withdrawal of Or. Hunter 
and the election of VV. J. DePoe. 

The true Republican spirit that Dr. 
Hunter showed on that occasion 
should never be forgotten by his 
friends or his party. When he saw 
that there was no possibility of get- 
ting these bolters to unite with the 
party and elect him to the office he 
had so justly earned, he gracefully 
handed back to the party the nomi- 
ination, and permitted the election 
of some other Republican rather 
than continue the dead-lock and 
take the chances of allowing a Dem- 
ocrat to Reelected to succeed Senator 
Blackburn. 

Some of the very men for whom 
Dr. Hunter bad spent months of his 
time and jwrhaps thousands of his 



money, knifed him at the very first 
opportunity, and are not conl 
with that, but continue to hound 
him still. 

It was not the purpose of the Ad- 
vocate to take any hand in the cor., 
test for the Congressional nomina- 
tion between Dr. Hunter and his op- 
ponents, and at this time we shall 
not say aught againt any of them, 
as they are all honorable men, nnd 
if nominated, we will give them our 
hearty support; but we do not in- 
tend to see a paper in this district 
claiming to be Republican, make such 
vicious attacts upon Dr. Hunter 
without resenting it. Dr. Hunter has 
shown that he is a true Republican, 
and is therefore worthy of the sup- 
port of any Republican in this dis- 
trict. He was the man who made 
the Third district Republican and 
would to-day be representing that 
district in Congress, but from the 
fact that a Democratic Legislature 
cut his county off into this district. 

He has the interest of his party at 
heart, and is a high-toned gentlemen 
and no Republican has a better rec- 
ord for fighting Democrats and sup- 
porting Republican nominees in the 
State than he, and we believe he will 
receive the endorsement of this dis- 
trict which will return him again as 
the Representative of this grand old 
Eleventh district. 

If Senator Linney was sent out 
Trom Louisville to preach such doc- 
trine to the voters of this district as 
is contained in the Echo, and to try- 
to teach us how to vote, we believe 
the voters will repudiate him, and if 
his vote in the election of a United 
States Senator is a sample of how 
he wants the Republicans here to 
vote, we will state that we don't 
need any of his instructions. We are 
Republicans and will not tolerate a 
bolter and will resent his teaching*. 

The little thumb paper issued 
from the Corbin office under the 
name of The Laborer, has attemped 
to upologize for the feeble attempt it 
made in trying to defend one of its 
citizens whom, it is alleged, we had 
made an undue attack upon con- 
cerning his politics. 

The truth is, and The Laborer 
ought to have known it, that unless 
the candidate had declared himself 
subject to the Republican primary, 
lie would have been barred from en 
iig the primary, and the county 
committee would have been justified 
in refusing to permit his name to ap- 
pear upon the official ballot. 

We entertained no personal feelings 
against Bro. Martin, but on the con- 
trary, we wanted to see him set at 
rights belore the committee and also 
before the people. 

We would suggest that if The 
Laborer does not want to get en- 
taogled in the meshes of politics it 
had better steer clear of espousing 
the cause of political candidates.

Special Term, J 7th Day of June, 1904. 



T APPEARING TO THE SATISFACTION OF THE 
COURT, that the public convenience and the public good 
requires that the changes hereinafter set out should he 
made in the different voting precincts in Knox county. 
It is therefore now ordered and adjugded : 

FIRST. — That the boundary of precinct No. li be, and it is 
hereby changed, so that the boundary of said precinct shall be us 
follows, to wit : 

Beginning at Esom Terrel's line at Cumberland river; thence 
running with Esom Terrel's line, excluding said Terrel's farm to 
Josh Logan's line, excluding said Logan's farm to Robert Jack-

by the County Court and recorded 
in Hook I, 475. of the Knox County- 
Records. It might be well for all 
our readers to presrve this copy, as 
it will be useful at election time. 



A petition was hied in the County- 
Court last Monday, asking that the 
county be re-districted into more 
than live and less than eight magis- 
terial districts.
